Mayor Winchester told the council he wanted to congratulate the Freedom
Festival Coordinator, Councilperson Holland for the success of the festival. He
said he thought this year had the largest crowd since the five years of the festival.

Councilperson Hale said he had heard more favorable comments on this year’s
festival than any other year.

Councilperson Holland gave thanks to the committee for a great job and to Joel
Washburn and Shirley Nanney for the advertising they provided. Each committee
member was assigned a certain task and everything was done according to plan.
She said the committee has already met to see how they could improve next
year’s festival. Also she is looking for new committee members and asked for
new participation and for feedback from anyone for improving the festival. She



said a lot of feedback has been about how good the firework show was this year
and wanted to bring back next year the same firework company.

Councilperson Adkins gave the monthly fire report for June with 80 calls. She
said this month the fire department is selling their rural fire contracts at the price
of $65 per contract. So far the city has collected $13,390.00.

Councilperson Hale wanted to know who pays for an automobile fire. Can we file
on their insurance for the cost? Chief Tucker told him that city clerk, the mayor
and he were working on a plan to solve this issue.
Mayor Winchester told the council the relining of the sewer project is still
ongoing and the company doing the cuts into the main line is caught up at the
present time but will be back in town in about three weeks to start making cuts in
Magnolia Street. This will cause some congestion in that area for a short period
of time.
Councilperson Davis wanted to know if there would be any new paying on Main
Street and the mayor stated the city did not allow any paving this year in the
budget, but maybe some paving can be done.
